General :  Why  if  it  isn't  "old  Doc  Reilly".    How  are  you? 

Doctor:  Hello,  General  Lindquist!    It  certainly  has  been  a  long  time  since  I've  seen 

you.    I  have  often  thought  of  you  and  the  wonderful  times  we  used  to  have  at  high 
school  in  the  old  home  town. 
General:  It  already  seems  like  old  times  to  be  chatting  with  you  again,  and  since  you 

mentioned  school,  I  think  it  would  be  a  splendid  idea  if  we  reversed  the  hands  of 
time  and  returned  once  again  to  those  happy  days  at  good  old  Drury. 

In  September,  1935,  as  the  rain  poured  down  in  torrents,  we  entered  Drury.  Can't  you 
vividly  remember  how  humble,  shy,  and  lonely  we  felt  while  we  aimlessly  roamed  those 
spacious  halls  for  those  first  few  days,  and  were  often  misled  by  our  lordly  elders,  the  Seniors? 
However,  in  spite  of  our  timidity,  we  soon  gained  the  respect  of  the  upper  classmen  through 
the  able  guidance  of  our  officers. 

We  elected  Jean  Malcolm,  president;  Orlando  Farinon,  vice-president;  and  Tony  Pisano, 
secretary  and  treasurer. 

It  was  during  our  freshman  year  that  Mr.  Del  Negro  succeeded  Mr.  Hosley  as  coach  of 
the  football  and  baseball  teams,  and  that  Drury  defeated  Adams  in  the  traditional  hard-fought 
football  game. 

The  opera,  "Martha",  performed  by  Drury  students,  was  great  enough  to  make  any 
Metropolitan  star  turn  green  with  envy. 

The  upper  classes  had  to  step  lively  for  we  soon  participated  on  all  organized  teams  and 
in  all  activities. 

The  summer  vacation  having  rapidly  passed,  we  returned  to  our  dear  Alma  Mater  not  as 
blunt,  humble  freshmen,  but  as  genuine,  sophisticated  sophomores.  Our  officers  were  Kimbell 
Berry,  president  and  Jean  Malcolm,  vice-president. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  semester  Mr.  Fowler  replaced  Mr.  McGrory  as  Principal,  the  latter 
becoming  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
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The  basketball  team,  winner  of  the  city  championship,  had  the  honor  of  participating  in 
the  tournament  at  Worcester,  and,  oh  yes,  remember  how  Drury  beat  Adams  again  in  football? 

The  student-body,  under  the  capable  direction  of  Mr.  Chambers,  put  on  a  minstrel  show 
which  was  very  entertaining. 

Alter  the  usual  summer  vacation,  we  returned  as  capable  and  dashing  Juniors,  determined 
to  make  a  name  for  ourselves  scholastically  as  well  as  in  the  field  of  sports.  This  year  we 
chose  Lafayette  Sprague,  president;  Herbert  Gordon,  vice-president;  and  Sybil  Tronic), 
secretary  and  treasurer. 

Again  we  were  victorious  in  the  annual  Drury-Adams  football  clash,  and  our  basket  ball 
team,  city  champions,  took  part  in  the  semi-finals  in  the  tournaments  at  Worcester. 

The  usual  interclass  schedule,  consisting  of  touch  football,  baseball,  field  hockey, 
basketball,  track,  and  tennis  was  successfully  carried  out,  our  class  winning  the  championship. 

The  Junior  Prom  and  Senior  Reception  were  certainly  made  a  great  success  through  the 
leadership  of  our  officers  who  were  assisted  by  Miss  O'Hara,  class  adviser. 

Another  vacation  having  come  and  gone,  we  retraced  our  steps  to  that  beautiful  school 
on  the  hill  for  the  last  time  as  proud  Seniors,  resolved  to  satisfy  all  obligations.  We  had 
experienced  many  happy  moments  during  our  short  stay  at  Drury,  and  consequently  greatly 
regretted  to  arrive  so  soon  at  the  final  milestone  in  our  high  school  career.  Our  officers  were 
Herbert  Gordon,  president;  Kimbell  Berry,  vice-president;  and  Jean  Malcolm,  secretary  and 
treasurer  who,  under  the  proficient  guidance  of  Mr.  Fowler  and  Miss  Collier,  the  class  advisers, 
accomplished  all  duties  and  met  all  problems  successfully. 

Upon  reaching  school  we  learned  with  great  regret  of  the  resignation  of  Miss  O'Hara  and 
Miss  Shea,  teachers  who  at  all  times  proved  to  be  true  friends  and  advisers  to  all  who  sought 
their  wise  counsel,  and  by  whose  magnetic  personalities,  great  dispositions,  and  exemplar 
characters  we  benefited  greatly. 

The  vacancies  in  the  faculty  were  ably  filled  by  Miss  Monahan,  Mr.  Royal,  and  Mr. 
Howard  who  quickly  won  the  respect  and  admiration  of  the  entire  student-body. 

The  senior  class  play  entitled  "Christopher  Bean",  directed  by  Mr.  Royal,  revealed 
some  of  the  best  talent  that  has  ever  graced  old  Drury's  stage. 

The  Senior  Prom  certainly  was  a  gay  affair. 

In  January,  1939,  the  School  mourned  the  loss  of  one  of  its  best  teachers,  Miss  O'Shea 
who  was  held  in  great  esteem  by  both  faculty  and  student-body.  She  was  at  all  times  faithful 
to  her  work,  sympathetic,  jolly,  and  cheerful— the  type  of  a  teacher  one  respects  and  cherishes 
forever. 

As  the  end  of  our  high-school  days  drew  near,  the  Senior  Reception  and  Banquet  were 
carried  out  in  an  appropriate  fashion.  We  graduated  in  caps  and  gowns,  the  girls  wearing 
white  and  the  boys  wearing  blue,  which  created  a  very  pleasing  sight  at  the  graduation  exercises, 
after  which  we  marched  out  of  Drury's  auditorium  not  as  students,  but  as  alumni  setting  out 
alone  into  the  vast,  cold  world.

Then,  with  the  exception  of  Susan,  who  is  busy 
being  in  love  with  another  painter,  Warren  Creamer,  the  whole  family  turns  to  deceit  in  their 
fortune-hunting,  especially  when  Dr.  Haggett  learns  from  Rosen,  another  art  dealer,  that  the 
paltry  sum  offered  by  Tallant  is  only  a  fraction  of  the  true  worth  of  the  paintings. 

All  through  the  play  Abby,  maid  of  all  work  and  erstwhile  friend  of  Chris  Bean,  helps  by 
her  unruffled  placidity  to  keep  the  excited  family  together  until  the  last  minute,  when  she  gets 
ready  to  leave  for  Chicago.  At  this  time  the  house  is  overrun  with  critics  and  dealers,  each  trying 
to  help  the  doctor  to  think  where  the  rest  of  the  paintings  are.  When  Abby  discloses  a  pile  of 
a  dozen  or  more  of  Bean's  paintings,  the  bargaining  begins  again. 

A  happy  ending  is  reached  when  Abby  proves  that  she  is  Mrs.  Christopher  Bean,  and  a 
Mr.  Davenport,  honest  art  critic  of  the  "Times",  assures  her  that  she  owns  the  paintings. 
Dr.  Haggett,  realizing  that  his  castles  in  the  air  have  crumbled,  surrenders  the  pictures  to 
Abby.  She  is  not  forced  to  go  to  Chicago  to  help  her  brother's  children,  and  so  can  remain 
to  effect  the  marriage  of  Warren  and  Susan. 

So  we  will  go  a  step  further  than  saying,  "All's  well  that  end's  well",  and  say,  since  our 
Plav  ended  well,  the  "all"  in  this  case  was  a  tremendous  success.
